The  following  is  a  very  important 
extract  from  an  article  on  the  life  of 
Melvin  J.  Ballard  by  Elder  Bryant  S. 
Hinckley,  of  Salt  Lake  City,  Utah.  Elder 
Ballard  was  President  of  the  North  West- 
ern States  Mission  in  the  United  States 
and  was  chosen  from  that  position  as  an 
Apostle  of  the  Master  to  be  one  of  his  per- 
sonal witnesses  in  the  earth.  This  was  on 
January  7th,  1919,  and  the  wonderful 
experience  he  relates,  as  given  below, 
occuired  about  two  years  previously. 
Speaking  of  it  at  the  time  he  was  called 
to  be  an  Apostle  he  says: 
'  I  know,  as  I  know  that  I  live,  that  this 
is  God's  work.     ...     I  have  no  more 


doubt  about  it  than  I  have  that  I  exist. 
I  remember  one  little  testimony,  among 
the  many  which  I  have  received.  You 
will  pardon  me  for  referring  to  it.  Two 
years  ago,  about  this  time,  I  had  been 
on  the  Fort  Peck  Indian  Reservation  for 
several  days  with  the  brethren,  solving 
the  problems  connected  with  our  work 
among  the  Lamanites.  Many  questions 
arose  that  we  had  to  settle.  There  was 
no  precedent  for  us  to  follow,  and  we  just 
had  to  go  to  the  Lord  and  tell  Him  our 
troubles,  and  get  inspiration  and  help 
from  Him.  On  this  occasion  I  had  sought 
the  Lord.  .  .  .  and  that  night  I  re- 
ceived a  wonderful  manifestation  and  an 
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impression  which  has  never  left  me.  I  was 
carried  to  this  place,  the  Temple,  into  this 
room.  .1  saw  myself  here  with  my  breth- 
ren, and  I  was  happy.  ...  I  was  told 
there  was  one  other  privilege  that  was 
mine;  and  I  was  led  into  a  room  where  I 
was  informed  I  was  to  meet  some  one. 
As  I  entered  the  room  I  saw,  seated  on  a 
raised  platform,  the  most  glorious  Being 
I  have  ever  conceived  of,  and  was  taken 
forward  to  be  introduced  to  Him.  As  I 
approached  He  smiled,  called  my  name, 
and  stretched  out  His  hands  towards  me. 
If  I  live  to  be  a  million  years  old,  I  shall 
never  forget  that  smile.  He  put  His  arms 
around  me  and  kissed  me,  as  He  took 
me  into  His  bosom,  and  He  blessed  me 
until  my  whole  being  was  thrilled.  As 
He  finished  I  fell  at  His  feet,  and  there 
saw  the  marks  of  the  nails;  and  as  I 
kissed  them,  with  deep  joy  swelling 
through  my  whole  being,  I  felt  that  I 
was  in  heaven  indeed.  The  feeling  that 
came  to  my  heart  was :  "  Oh !  if  I  could 
live  worthy,  though  it  would  require  four 
score  years,  so  that  in  the  end,  when  I 
have  finished,  I  could  go  into  His  presence 
and  receive  the  feeling  that  I  then  had  in 
His  presence,  I  would  give  everything 
that  I  am  and  ever  hope  to  be." 

At  the  April  Conference  of  1920,  speak- 
ing of  the  resurrection  of  Christ,  Elder 
Ballard  said :  "  He  arose  from  the  dead 
and  came  forth  in  splendour,  a  resurrected 
immortal  and  eternal  being.  He  then 
arose  to  the  height  of  power,  of  glory,  and 
of  majesty,  and  became  the  master  of  all 
things,  even  death  yielding  to  Him.  .  .  . 
We  rejoice  in  the  witness  we  have  that 
Jesus  taught  the  truth,  that  the  testimony 
of  His  disciples  concerning  His  resurrec- 
tion is  the  truth ;  we  also  know  that  the 
testimony  of  Joseph  Smith  and  his 
brethren  who  looked  upon  the  race  of  the 
Redeemer  is  true.  I  bear  witness  that  I 
know  what  they  said  is  the  truth.  I  know 
r,s  well  as  I  know  that  I  live  and  look 
into  your  faces  that  Jesus  Christ  lives  and 
He  is  the  Redeemer  of  the  world,  that  He 
arose  from  the  dead  with  a  tangible  body, 
and  still  has  that  real  body  which  Thomas 
touched  when  He  thrust  his  hands  into 
His  side  and  felt  the  wounds  of  the  spear 
and  also  the  prints  of  the  nails  in  His 


hands.  I  know  by  the  witness  and  revel- 
ations of  God  to  me  that  Thomas  told  the 
truth.  1  know  thai  Joseph  Smith  told  the 
truth,  for  mine  eyes  have  seen;  for  in  the 
visions  of  the  Lord  to  my  soul  I  have 
seen  Christ's  face ;  I  have  heard  His  voice. 
I  know  that  Tie  lives,  that  He  is  the  Re- 
deemer of  the  world,  and  that  He  arose 
from  the  dead,  a  tangible  and  real  indivi- 
dual. So  shall  all  men  rise  in  the 
resurrection  from  the  dead."  {Improve- 
ment Era,  Part  II,  Vol.  27,  942.) 


Present   Day   Calamities 

Foretold  by  Ancient 

Prophets,     Indicate     the 

Second    Coming    of    the 

Lord    is    Near. 


Address  Delivered  at  the  102nd  Annual 

Conference  of  the  Church,  April  10,  1932, 

By  Elder  James  E.  Talmage, 

of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve. 


People  are  moved  to  action  by  a  divers- 
ity of  motives,  and  much  depends  upon 
the  incentives  by  which  a  man  is 
prompted.  Indeed,  motives  may  be  re- 
garded as  constituting  an  index  to  the 
character  of  the  individual,  and  doubtless 
there  are  many  whose  motives  are  not 
generally  understood  in  their  full  signifi- 
cance. 

Significance  of  Motives. 

I  call  to  mind  that  the  Master  while 
in  the  flesh  warned  against  unworthy 
motives:  When  you  give  to  charity,  he 
said,  though  as  he  put  it  "when  thou 
doest  thine  alms,"  do  not  so  act  before 
men  to  attract  their  attention  and  win 
praise  for  yourselves,  for  those  who  do  this 
receive  their  reward  then  and  there  and 
have  nothing  more  to  expect  by  way  of 
recompense.  And  do  not  make  a  display 
of  your  piety  and  your  prayers,  for  there 
are  those  who  pray  that  they  may  be 
heard  of  men.  Well,  they  are  heard  of 
men,  they  have  their  reward  and  that  is 
all  there  is  to  it. 

And  when  you  fast,  he  continued,  do 
not  go  about  with  a  haggard  countenance, 
displaying  to  men  the  fact  that  you  are 
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fasting  or  pretending  to,  but  fast  in 
earnestness  and  sincerity  unto  the  Lord 
and  pray  unto  him  in  secret  and  do  your 
alms  quietly. 

Now,  I  would  rather  a  man  do  a  good 
deed  even  with  a  motive  that  may  not  be 
the  best  than  that  he  should  fail  to  do  it, 
and  far  rather  that  he  should  do  that 
good  deed  rather  than  to  do  evil.  Never- 
theless, there  is  an  importance  to  be 
attached  to  the  incentives  that  move  us. 
Conference  Assemblies. 

In  looking  over  these  assembled  thou- 
sands in  the  several  meetings  of  this  con- 
ference I  have  thought  of  the  motives 
that  bring  such  multitudes  together,  not 
only  now  but  at  all  of  our  recurring  con- 
ferences. 

The  gathering  of  people  in  conferences 
of  this  Church  is  a  phenomenon,  or 
appears  to  be  such  to  those  who  do  not 
know  us  well,  while  to  the  members  of  the 
Church  it  is  an  ordinary  and  regular 
occurrence.  I  am  inclined  to  impute 
good  motives  to  men,  to  communities  and 
organizations,  until  I  have  reason  to  act 
otherwise.  I  have  not  lost  confidence  in 
this  family  of  ours,  this  human  family. 
We  are  a  pretty  good  family  after  all, 
much  as  there  is  to  be  improved  in  our 
affairs;  and  I  ascribe  worthy  motives  to 
those  who  are  assembled  here  this  after- 
noon. 

Actuality  of  Religion. 

I  believe  that  the  great  majority — oh, 
I  may  say  that  all  of  us — have  come 
together  with  good  intent.  This  is  a  day 
set  apart  for  worship,  the  Sabbath,  and 
we  come  with  the  spirit  of  worship  in  our 
hearts.  We  are  here  to  learn  more  of 
the  duties  that  pertain  to  us  as  members 
of  the  Church.  Our  religion  is  very  real 
to  us.  There  is  that  feature  about  the 
Latter-day  Saints — they  take  their  religion 
to  heart.  They  believe  what  they  say, 
and  though  I  know  we  can  do  much  better 
than  we  are  doing,  I  believe  that  the 
people  are  trying  to  live  according  to 
what  they  know  to  be  the  revealed  truths 
of  their  religious  system.  There  are 
many  to  whom  religion  is  really  lacking 
in  actuality — in  factuality  let  me  say — 
it  does  not  reach  the  heart,  therefore  it 
does  not  impel  to  right  living.    Many  are 


apt  to  deal  with  religion  in  the  abstract 

and  to  shrink  when  concrete  application 

is  made.     There  is  nothing  new  in  this. 

Christ's  Affirmation  of  His 

Divinity. 

You  remember  the  story  told,  not  a 
story  in  the  sense  of  a  bit  of  fiction  but 
the  recorded  account  of  the  Christ  as  he 
made  his  way  from  Jerusalem  northward, 
passing  through  Samaria,  near  the  begin- 
ning of  his  ministry,  when  he  met  a 
woman  at  Jacob's  well  and  asked  her  for 
water  to  drink.  She  was  surprised  that 
a  Jew  should  solicit  any  favor  of  a  Sam- 
aritan, but  she  hastened  to  comply  with 
the  request,  and  Jesus  talked  with  her. 
She  asked  him  questions  and  soon  became 
aware  that  he  could  read  her  thoughts, 
that  he  knew  the  story  of  her  life,  and 
she  was  somewhat  disturbed.  She  raised 
the  query,  perhaps  in  a  casual  way,  as  to 
whether  it  was  necessary  to  worship  in 
Mount  Moriah,  as  the  Samaritans  held, 
or  in  Jerusalem,  as  the  Jews  insisted. 
She  reasoned  on  it  for  a  moment  and  then 
put  it  way,  really  thrust  it  aside  or  tried 
to,  saying: 

"  I  know  that  Messiah  cometh,  which 
is  called  Christ;  when  he  is  come,  he  will 
tell  us  all  things." 

That  may  seem  a  good  way  of  putting 
tilings  off;  but  she  was  brought  to  solemn 
attention  when  he  spoke  the  next  few 
words : 

I  that  speak  unto  thee  am  he. 

For  that  she  was  not  prepared,  the 
application,  the  present  reality.  The 
Jewish  nation  had  been  waiting  for  the 
coming  of  Messiah,  their  rabbis  had 
preached  upon  it  Sabbath  after  Sabbath 
and  their  synagogs  had  resounded  to  the 
words  of  the  prophets  telling  of  the  com- 
ing, but  when  they  were  told  that  he  was 
there  in  their  midst  they  rose  up  and 
tried  to  kill  him,  and  eventually  did 
bring  about  his  death. 

The  Revolt  of  Nazareth. 

From  Samaria  our  Lord  went  on  to 
Galilee,  and  there,  in  what  has  been  called 
his  home  city — though  not  the  place  of 
his  birth,  yet  the  town  of  his  youth, 
Nazareth — he  went  into  the  synagog  after 
he  had  become  thirty  years  of  age,  the  age 
at  which  a  Jew  was  entitled  to  be  heard 
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if  he  had  anything  to  say,  in  the  synagog, 
and  he  there  appeared  for  the  first  time 
so  far  as  we  know  in  what  we  mav  call 
the  speaker's  stand,  perhaps  by  invitation. 
The  president  of  the  synagog  handed  to 
him  the  roll,  the  Book  of  Isaiah.  Jesus 
opened  to  what  in  our  Bible  is  the  sixty - 
first  chapter  and  read  from  it  as  recorded 
by  Luke : 

"  The  Spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon  me, 
because  he  hath  anointed  me  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  the  poor;  he  hath  sent  me 
to  heal  the  brokenhearted,  to  preach 
deliverance  to  the  captives,  and  recovering 
of  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set  at  liberty 
them  that  are  bruised, 

"  To  preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord." 

Possibly  there  were  few  if  any  there 
who  had  not  heard  that  scripture  quoted 
aforetime.  It  was  a  favorite  with 
speakers  and  commentators  of  the  day, 
and  it  aroused  some  solemn  interest  in  all 
who  listened  to  him,  but  his  words  that 
followed  struck  to  the  heart  of  everyone: 

This  day  is  this  scripture  fulfilled  in 
your  ears. 

They  were  startled.  Some  began  to 
find  fault,  and  the  tumult  culminated  in 
their  seizing  him  and  dragging  him  to 
the  brow  of  a  nearby  hill,  intending  to 
cast  him  down  to  his  death  even  at  the 
beginning  of  his  ministry.  But  his  hour 
had  not  yet  come.  It  was  the  present, 
the  individual  application,  that  had 
stirred  their  anger.  And  so  with  many 
other  incidents  in  the  life  and  earthly 
ministry  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

Peedtcted  Signs  of  the  End. 

As  you  read  in  the  twenty-fourth 
chapter  of  Matthew  our  Lord  declared  as 
one  of  the  signs  of  the  approaching  end 
of  the  dispensation  of  which  he  was 
speaking,  that  this  Gospel  of  the  King- 
dom shall  be  preached  in  all  the  world 
for  a  witness  unto  all  nations,  and  then 
shall  the  end  come.  That  scripture  has 
been  preached  in  many  places,  synagogs, 
tabernacles,  cathedrals.  People  passively 
believe  in  it;  yes,  it  is  scripture  and  it 
goes  with  other  scripture.  But  when  the 
voice  of  authority  is  heard  declaring  that 
this  Gospel  that  we  preach  is  the  Gospel 
of  the   Kingdom,   that   it   is   now  being 


declared  in  all  the  world,  that  this  de- 
claration is  a  witness  unto  all  nations, 
people  get  angry;  they  reject  it,  they  do 
not  want  the  application.  In  theory  it 
is  to  them  all  right.  As  a  matter  of 
record  they  are  willing  to  let  it  stand, 
but  if  you  apply  it  to  them  they  object. 
This  is  the  attitude  of  many. 
Elijah's  Coming. 

So  we  could  cite  instance  after 
instance.  Indulge  me  in  one  other. 
Remember  what  the  Lord  said  through 
Malachi  regarding  one  particular  charac- 
teristic of  the  last  days,  that  before  the 
great  and  dreadful  day  of  the  Lord  Elijah 
the  prophet  would  be  sent  with  a  particu- 
lar mission  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the 
living  children  unto  their  dead  progeni- 
tors, and  on  the  other  hand  to  turn  the 
hearts  of  the  dead  ancestors,  alive  in  the 
spirit,  to  their  posterity  now  in  the  flesh. 
Yes,  that  is  scripture  also,  and  many  have 
quoted  it  and  let  it  pass.  But  when  we 
raise  our  voices  in  solemn  declaration  that 
Elijah  the  ancient  prohpet  has  come,  that 
that  prediction  has  been  fulfilled  as  to 
its  initiation  and  is  in  rapid  course  of 
progressive  operation,  people  object. 
When  we  say  that  on  the  third  day  of 
April,  1836,  Elijah  appeared  in  person,  a 
resurrected  being,  in  the  Kirtland 
Temple,  and  did  confer  his  authority, 
power  and  commission  upon  the  prophet 
of  this  dispensation,  people  refuse  to 
receive  it  and  they  are  loud  in  their 
denunciation  of  the  claim. 

A  Specific  Instance  of  Denial. 

I  call  to  mind  that  it  was  my  privilege 
once  to  address  the  Philosophical  Society 
of  Denver  on  the  Philosophy  of  Mormon- 
ism.  I  quoted  that  passage  from  Malachi, 
and  dwelt  upon  it  at  some  length.  In  the 
discussion  that  followed  the  address  a 
cultured  gentleman,  a  Jew,  took  part.  He 
said: 

"  I  wish  I  could  believe  all  that  the 
speaker  has  said  to-night,  and  I  believe 
much  of  it,  but  when  he  tells  us  that 
Elijah,  the  ancient  prophet,  has  actually 
come  in  person  to  the  earth  in  this  age, 
I  say  simply  that  I  can  not  believe  it.  I 
wish  I  could,  but  I  can  not." 

Well  of  course  the  rejoinder  was  simple 
when  my  turn  came  again. 
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"  Do  you  accept  Malachi  as  one  of  your 
prophets  ?  " 

"  Certainly." 

"  Do  you  believe  what  he  said  when  he 
voiced  the  word  of  the  Lord  that  in  the 
last  days  Elijah  the  prophet  would 
come  ?  " 

"  Well,  yes ;  yes  of  course." 

"  Now,  we  simply  affirm  that  your  Jew- 
ish prophet  Malachi  was  a  true  prophet 
as  is  proved  by  the  fulfillment  of  his  pre- 
diction; that  Elijah  has  come;  that  the 
work  without  which  the  earth  would  be 
smitten  with  a  curse  is  now  in  progress." 
Signs  of  the  Time. 

The  calamities  of  these  days,  pheno- 
menal disturbances  in  nature — earth- 
quakes, volcanic  eruptions,  destructive 
hurricanes — as  also  the  struggle  of  nation 
against  nation  in  actual  warfare  and  in 
scheming  diplomacy,  the  pestilence  and 
the  famine — these  and  yet  greater  disas- 
ters have  been  definitely  predicted.  None 
can  gainsay  their  actuality,  and  all  who 
read  must  see  that  they  were  foretold. 

Yet  men  are  prone  to  deny  the  reality 
of  these  dread  occurrences  as  signs  of  the 
time,  telling  of  the  imminence  of  the 
Lord's  coming  to  rule  among  men  and  to 
inaugurate  the  millennium  of  a  new 
order.  Conditions  prevailing  in  the 
world  to-day  demand  our  serious  atten- 
tion. The  solemnities  of  the  eternal 
word  and  plan  should  move  mankind  to 
repentance,  reformation,  and  soulful  wor- 
ship of  Deity,  worship  expressed  in  a 
rectification  of  individual  and  national 
life. 

I  plead  for  the  reality,  the  actuality  of 
religion,  in  belief  and  practice,  feeling 
that  this  is  no  day  for  mere  theory  and 
supposition.  This  religion  of  ours,  this 
Church  of  ours,  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ,  is  real,  vital,  living,  eternal.  God 
help  us  to  understand  and  live  accord- 
ingly, I  pray  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Amen. 


The    Apostasy.

The  ministers  of  religion,  more  than 
any  other  class  of  people,  hate  the  name 
of  Joseph  Smith.     Why  should  it  be  so? 


This  is  an  interesting  question.  You  will 
find  the  answer  in  the  sweeping  claims 
made  by  the  Prophet.  The  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith  boldly  declared  that  he  had 
been  divinely  called  to  re-establish  in  the 
world  the  true  religion  of  Jesus  Christ. 
This  bold  claim,  of  course,  implies  that 
the  true  Gospel  of  Christ  had  departed 
from  the  world.  The  idea  that  the  true 
Gospel  of  Christ  was  not  in  the  world  at 
the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century 
is  very  offensive  to  the  ministry,  because 
it  implies  that  they  are  without  divine 
authority,  and  that  they  are  not  teaching 
the  true  Gospel. 

The  claim  that  there  has  been  a  com- 
plete apostasy  from  the  Gospel  of  Christ 
is  very  unpleasant  to  present-day  Chris- 
tians. The  declaration,  however,  is  fully 
sustained  by  the  prophecies  of  the  Bible 
and  the  history  of  the  Christian  religion. 

Even  in  Old  Testament  times  prophets 
foresaw  the  night  of  spiritual  darkness 
which  came  upon  the  world  after  Jesus 
Christ  ministered  personally  upon  the 
earth.  Isaiah  prophetically  declared: 
"  The  earth  also  is  defiled  under  the  in- 
habitants thereof;  because  they  have 
transgressed  the  laws,  changed  the  ordi- 
nance, broken  the  everlasting  covenant. 
Therefore  hath  the  curse  devoured  the 
earth,  and  they  that  dwell  therein  are 
desolate;  therefore  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth  are  burned,  and  few  men  left "  (Isa. 
24  :  5-7).  These  words  are  manifestly 
prophetic.  They  refer  to  events  that 
occurred  after  Isaiah's  time.  A  part  of 
the  prophecy  has  not  yet  been  fulfilled. 
"  The  inhabitants  of  the  earth  "  have  not 
yet  "  been  burned."  Moreover,  the  break- 
ing of  the  *  everlasting  covenant  "  could 
not  have  taken  place  before  the  coming 
of  Christ.  For  the  "everlasting  coven- 
ant "  is  the  "  everlasting  Gospel."  It  was 
established  upon  the  earth  in  the  Meridian 
of  Time  through  the  personal  ministry 
of  Jesus  Christ.  The  Mosaic  covenant 
was  only  a  temporary  covenant.  Paul 
tells  us  that  it  was  a  "schoolmaster  to 
bring  us  to  Christ"  (Gal.  3).  In  his 
letter  to  the  Hebrews,  Paul  makes  it  very 
clear  that  the  "  everlasting  covenant "  is 
the  Gospel  of  salvation.  He  tells  us  that 
"through  the  blood  of    the    everlasting 
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covenant "  the  Saints  were  "  made  per- 
fect in  every  good  work  "  (Heh.  13  :  20). 
Isaiah  foresaw  thai  the  "everlasting 
covenant"  would  he  broken,  and  that  the 
ordinance  of  the  Gospel  would  be 
changed. 

The  Apostle  Paul  also  very  clearly 
predicted  the  departure  of  the  Christians 
from  the  truth.  In  the  first  chapter  of 
his  second  letter  to  the  Thessalonians  he 
speaks  of  the  glorious  second  coming  of 
Christ.  He  says :  "  And  to  you  who  are 
troubled  rest  with  us,  when  the  Lord 
Jesus  shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with 
his  mighty  angels,  in  flaming  fire,  taking 
vengeance  on  them  that  know  not  God, 
and  that  obey  not  the  Gospel  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ :  who  shall  be  punished  with 
everlasting  destruction  from  the  presence 
of  the  Lord,  and  from  the  glory  of  his 
power:  when  he  shall  come  to  be  glorified 
in  his  saints,  and  to  be  admired  in  all 
them  that  believe  (because  our  testimony 
among  vou  was  believed)  in  that  day  (II 
Thess.  1  :  7-10). 

Then,  in  the  next  chapter,  he  goes  on 
to  speak  of  the  dreadful  things  that  would 
happen  before  the  second  advent.  He 
says:  "Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any 
means :  for  that  day  shall  not  come,  ex- 
cept there  come  a  falling  away  first,  and 
that  man  of  sin  be  revealed,  the  son  of 
perdition :  who  opposeth  and  exalteth 
himself  above  all  that  is  called  God,  or 
that  is  worshiped,  so  that  he  as  God  sit- 
teth  in  the  temple  of  God,  showing  him- 
self that  he  is  God"  (II  Thess.  2  :  3-4). 

This  "  falling  away "  of  which  Paul 
speaks  had  already  commenced  in  PauPs 
time.  Paul,  in  his  letter  to  the  Galatians, 
says :  "  I  marvel  that  ye  are  so  soon 
removed  from  him  that  called  you  into 
the  grace  of  Christ  unto  another  gospel : 
which  is  not  another;  but  there  be  some 
that  trouble  you,  and  would  pervert  the 
Gospel  of  Christ"  (Gal.  1  :  6-7).  Jude 
bears  testimony  to  the  same  sad  truth : 
"  For  there  are  certain  men  crept  in  un- 
awares, who  were  before  of  old  ordained 
to  this  condemnation,  ungodly  men,  turn- 
ing the  grace  of  our  God  into  lascivious- 
ness,  and  denying  the  only  Lord  God,  an  I 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ"  (Jude  4). 

The   history   of   the   Christian   Church 


furnishes  the  most  conclusive  proof  of  the 
complete  apostasy  from  the  true  Christian 
religion.  Jesus  Christ,  in  his  personal 
ministry  on  earth,  gave  to  the  children  of 
men  the  simple  principles  of  salvation. 
He  taught  faith  in  God  as  the  great  power 
through  which  men  can  obtain  all  spiri- 
tual blessings.  He  inculcated  true 
repentance  as  the  means  of  purifying 
human  lives.  He  ordained  baptism  in 
water  by  immersion  as  the  covenant  of 
obedience  and  remission  of  sins.  He  in- 
stituted the  laying  on  of  hands  by  which 
the  seal  and  promise  of  the  Spirit  is  con- 
ferred upon  baptized  believers. 

In  less  than  four  hundred  years  after 
the  first  introduction  of  the  religion  of 
Christ,  all  of  these  beautiful  principles 
were  perverted,  and  the  sacred  ordinances 
were  "  changed,"  as  Isaiah  predicted  they 
would  be.  Insipid  belief  in  relics  and 
images  took  the  place  of  living  faith  in 
the  living  God.  Doing  "  penance  "  took 
the  place  of  genuine  repentance.  Trans- 
gressors were  permitted  to  do  certain 
artificial  acts  of  "  penance,"  instead  of 
purging  their  hearts  of  sin.  Sprinkling 
took  the  place  of  immersion  as  baptism. 
The  ordinance  of  baptism  lost  its  original 
meaning  and  significance.  It  came  to  be 
administered,  not  for  the  remission  of 
individual  sins,  but  for  the  remission  of 
Adam's  sin.  The  laying  on  of  hands 
ceased  to  be  an  ordinance  through  which 
spiritual  gifts  and  blessings  were  con- 
ferred upon  baptized  believers. 

Jesus  Christ  established  a  church  with 
apostles  and  prophets  at  its  head.  In  the 
ministry  of  these  divinely  appointed  men 
the  gifts  and  graces  of  the  Holy  Ghost 
were  made  manifest.  They  were  guided 
by  inspiration.  They  received  revelations. 
They  foretold  future  events  by  the  proph- 
etic gift.  They  worked  miracles.  But 
through  transgression  this  order  of  things 
passed  away.  Prophets  and  apostles  were 
abolished.  Uninspired  men  took  their 
places.  The  miraculous  power  of  the 
Spirit  ceased  to  be  manifested  in  the 
Church. 

The  whole  history  of  the  Christian 
Church  shows  that  the  misguided  Chris- 
tians did  "  transgress  the  laws "  of  the 
Gospel.    They     changed  "  the  ordinances. 
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They  broke  the  "  everlasting  covenant/' 

The  apostasy  from  the  true  Christian 
religion  was  so  complete  and  universal 
that  learned  theologians  of  modern  times 
have  borne  testimony  to  this  sad,  histori- 
cal fact.  John  Wesley,  in  his  94th 
sermon,  states  that  the  reason  the  gifts 
are  no  longer  in  the  church,  "is  because 
the  love  of  many  waxed  cold,  and  the 
Christians  had  turned  heathen  again,  and 
had  only  a  dead  form  left."  Dr.  Smith, 
in  his  Bible  Dictionary  (page  163),  says: 
«  We  must  not  expect  to  see  the  church 
of  holy  scriptures  actually  existing  in  its 
perfection  on  the  earth.  It  is  not  to  be 
found  thus  perfect  either  in  the  collected 
fragments  of  Christendom,  or  still  less  in 
any  one  of  those  fragments." 

Dr.  Adam  Clark,  in  his  commentary 
(page  452)  on  the  4th  Chapter  of  Ephe- 
sians,  says :  "  All  these  officers  and  the 
gifts  and  graces  conferred  upon  them  were 
judged  necessary  by  the  Great  Head  of 
the  Church,  for  its  full  instruction  in  the 
important  doctrines  of  Christianity.  The 
same  officers  and  gifts  are  still  necessary, 
and  God  gives  them,  but  they  do  not  know 
their  places." 

Since  the  outbreak  of  the  great  World 
War,  it  has  become  a  very  commonplace 
thing  to  read  remarks  concerning  the  de- 
cline of  the  Christian  religion.  L.  P. 
Jacks,  the  editor  of  the  Hibbard  Journal, 
and  one  of  the  great  scholars  of  our  day, 
recently  published  a  booklet  on  "  The 
Lost  Eadiance  of  the  Christian  Religion." 
The  very  title  of  this  booklet  suggests 
that  there  has  been  a  departure  from  the 
true  Gospel.  One  critic  of  the  Christian 
religion,  during  the  war,  said :  "  Chris- 
tianity has  failed."  Mr.  G.  K.  Chester- 
ton, a  great  British  writer,  replied: 
"  Christianity  has  not  failed,  it  has  been 
found  difficult  and  laid  aside."  The  Rev. 
P.  Gavan  Duffy,  complainingly,  asks : 
"  Where  is  the  old  spiritual  power  to- 
day? When  was  it  lost?  Why  was  it 
lost?  How  was  it  lost?  Can  it  be 
recovered  ?  " 

"  Mormonism  "  has  an  answer  to  all  of 
Rev.  Duffy's  pertinent  questions.  "  The 
old  spiritual  power  "  departed  from  this 
world  a  few  centuries  after  the  crucifixion 
of   Christ.     It  "  was  lost "  because    the 


Christians  fell  into  transgression  and 
departed  from  the  truth.  To  the  Rev. 
Duffy's  question,  can  the  spiritual 
"  power  of  old "  be  "  recovered,"  we 
answer,  it  has  been  "  recovered."  The 
true  Gospel  of  Christ  has  been  restored 
to  the  world.  A  Church  with  apostles 
and  prophets  has  been  re-established.  In 
this  Church  is  found  the  "  old  spiritual 
power  "  —  inspiration,  revelation,  pro- 
phecy, dreams,  healing  and  gifts  of 
tongues. 

"  The  lost  radiance  of  the  Christian 
religion  "  has  been  restored.  The  mighty 
faith  which  Jesus  taught  has  been  re- 
kindled in  the  hearts  of  men  and  women. 
Through  the  power  of  this  living  faith, 
the  glory  and  power  of  the  Gospel  has 
come  back  to  the  world.

A  Youth's   Tribute   to   the 

"  Mormon  "  People  and 

their    Religion. 


By  David  R.  Lyon. 

From  time  to  time,  at  rare  intervals, 
broadminded  people  not  affiliated  with 
the  "  Mormons "  have  paid  wonderful 
tributes  to  them  and  their  religion.  One 
such  unbiased  tribute  is  embodied  in  the 
work  of  an  unusual  young  man,  Larimore 
Foster,  only  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Thomas 
J.  Foster,  of  Ridgewood,  New  Jersey.  He 
was  called  Larry  by  his  family  and 
friends,  and  the  book  is  named  in  his 
honor,  "  Larry." 

The  writing  of  this  book  was  not  done 
with  the  idea  that  it  would  ever  be  pub- 
lished, and  it  is  doubtful  if  it  ever  would 
have  been  had  it  not  been  for  the  untimely 
and  tragic  death  of  the  author.  After  his 
demise  his  parents  gathered  up  a  number 
of  the  letters  that  he  had  sent  them,  and 
others,  together  with  some  of  his  views 
on  college  life,  his  philosophy  of  life,  with 
extracts  from  his  diary,  also  some  of  his 
humor  and  poetry,  and  had  them  made 
into  a  book. 

Larry  graduated  from  high  school  at 
18,  and  entered  college  in  the  fall  of  1923. 
At  the  end  of  his  sophomore  year  he  went 
on  a  summer  vacation  to  Arizona.  He 
was  fortunate  while  there  to  be  a  guest 
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in  the  home  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Fred  Turley, 
at  Sundown  Ranch,  Aripine,  Arizona. 
Here  he  became  an  observer  as  well  as  a 
part  of  a  model  "  Mormon "  home.  A 
few  days  before  he  intended  to  return  to 
his  parents'  home,  he  went  out  on  his 
favourite  horse  to  watch  a  wonderful  sun- 
set, for  which  that  part  of  Arizona  is 
noted.  As  he  failed  to  return,  a  searching 
party  was  sent  out  to  find  him.  From  the 
position  in  which  he  was  found,  he  had 
apparently  been  sitting  on  the  ground, 
holding  a  lariat  fastened  to  the  saddle. 
The  horse  had  evidently  been  frightened, 
and  in  running  caught  the  lariat  on 
Larry's  wrist.  He  held  up  for  about  fifty 
yards  and  then  fell,  his  head  hitting  a 
stump  with  such  force  that  his  death  must 
have  been  instantaneous. 

The  following  excerpts  from  his  letters 
are  wonderful  tributes  to  the  "  Mormon  n 
people  with  whom  he  lived  during  his 
two  months'  vacation,  and  show  that  he 
had  a  mind  to  discern  the  truths  believed 
and  practised  by  a  much-misunderstood 
people. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Larry  Foster 
Foundation,  of  which  Thomas  J.  Foster  is 
president,  permission  has  been  given  to 
reproduce  in  this  article  the  tributes  that 
follow : 
Friday,   the  26th: 

"  I  had  a  dandy  long  talk  with  Wilma 
(Mrs.  Turley).  She  told  me  much  about 
Mormonism,  and  I  am  convinced  that  it  is 
a  very  wonderful  religion.  Still,  I  can  see 
no  more  difference  between  a  good  Latter- 
day  Saint  and  a  good  Methodist  than 
between  a  good  Methodist  and  a  good 
Baptist.  That  is,  as  far  as  actual  living 
goes."  (Page  111.) 
Sunday,  the  12th: 

"  I  went  to  Sunday  School  and  believe 
me,  whether  the  Mormons  have  the  right 
dope  or  not,  it  is  the  most  plausible  and 
sane  and  scientfic  and  universal  that  I've 
heard.  And  everyone  from  the  littlest 
kid  to  the  oldest  man  knows  his  stuff. 
There  is  no  mystery,  no  wondering  if 
there  is  something  that  had  better  be  left 
unexplained;  everything  is  clear  and  im- 
plicitly believed  and  lived/'  (Page  122.) 
Thursday,  the  16th: 

"  The     Pleasant     Valley     Missionaries 


came  and  are  two  darn  nice  fellows  from 
near  Salt  Lake  City.  *  *  *  We  all  went 
to  the  meeting  held  by  the  Missionaries 
at  the  schoolhouse.  I  was  deeply  im- 
pressed by  the  calm  assurance,  the  child- 
like faith,  the  absolute  unwavering 
certainty  of  all  of  those  people  that  the 
doctrine  of  the  Latter-day  Saints  is  so 
complete  and  soul-satisfying.  And  the 
men  didn't  rave  and  rant  around  to  prove 
their  statements  by  noise — the  way  I've 
heard  a  lot  of  Gentiles  do.  They  made 
no  statement  without  substantiating  it 
conclusively  from  the  Bible  itself.  By 
George,  they  surely  know  the  Bible  as  well 
as  the  '  Book  of  Mormon  '  and  the  '  Pearl 
of  Great  Price.'  And  they  showed  results." 
(Pages  123-124.) 
Excerpt  from,  a  Letter  to  the  Chaplain  at 

Lafayette  College: 

"  I'm  living  with  and  in  the  midst  of 
Mormons.  They  are  the  most  marvellous 
people  in  the  world,  bar  none,  and  as  long 
as  I  haven't  seen  all  the  people  in  the 
world  I  can  say  that.  Just  wait  until  I 
begin  to  tell  you  of  them  and  what  they 
believe.  By  George,  if  Gentiles  were  only 
taught  half  as  well  we'd  be  better  off." 
(Pages  129-130.) 
From  a  Letter  to  His  Family: 

"  Tomorrow  morning  I  go  to  Snowflake. 
You  know  the  24th  is  the  anniversary  of 
the  day  Brigham  Young  founded  Salt 
Lake  City  in  1874,  so  they  have  their 
celebration — just  like  our  Fourth  of  July. 
And  I'm  to  meet  the  rest  of  these  people 
that  I  have  come  to  love  so  well.  More 
and  more  I'm  learning  to  give  them  my 
respect  and  love  and  they  are  sure  won- 
derful to  me.  So  I  shall  send  you  a  card 
from  Snowflake  saying  that  I've  turned 
Mormon  probably."  (Page  J  30.) 
From  a  Letter  to  His  Girl: 

"  Friday  I  drove  down  to  Snowflake. 
The  town  was  founded  many  years  ago 
by  Grandfather  Flake  who  is  now  eighty- 
seven.  Only  two  or  three  years  ago  he 
stopped  riding  a  horse !  He  was  one  of 
the  few  polygamists — had  two  wives  and 
twelve  children.  Now  he  has  over  300 
living  blood  relations  and  with  the  '  in- 
laws '  some  375 !  And  he  talked  to  us 
and  told  us  of  the  day  he  found  the  valley 
and  settled  that  country.     Why,  it  was 
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like  a  romance — it  was  a  romance. 

"  We  had  a  pioneers'  breakfast  cooked 
and  served  on  top  of  the  hill  above  Snow- 
Hake  to  some  300  people.  Then  we  all 
paraded  down  to  the  Stake  House  (Mor- 
mon Districts  are  called  '  Stakes  '),  where 
there  was  a  pioneers'  meeting. 

"  The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer 
thanking  God  for  giving  the  pioneers  a 
safe  journey  across  the  desert.  It  was  all 
carried  out  that  way,  and  some  of  the  old 
men  and  women  got  up  and  told  of 
personal  experiences.  I  was  thrilled.  *  *  * 
Everybody  was  so  good  to  me !  I  was 
about  the  only  Gentile  in  the  town  and 
they  treated  me  like  the  best  of  their 
own  people.  Someone  was  always  at  my 
elbow  snowing  me  around  and  intro- 
ducing me  to  his  friends."  (Pages  130- 
131.) 

"'  Saturday  afternoon  I  went  up  to  the 
Fillerup's.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  are  delightful. 
Gosh,  you'd  love  her.  You  know,  she 
has  thirteen  children.  No  one  in  the 
family  has  ever  died,  they  are  all  strong 
and  good  looking  and  have  good  educa- 
tions, and  she  looks  not  more  than  forty- 
five  herself  and  is  healthy  and  well.  Do 
you  wonder  that  I  consider  the  Mormon 
women  one  of  the  seven  wonders  of  the 
world?  The  Mormons  have  the  highest 
birth  rate  and  the  lowest  death  rate  of 
any  people  in  the  world,  and  most  of  them 
are  good  kids. 

"  Sunday  was  Mormon  conference  and 
both  morning  and  afternoon  I  went  to 
church.  By  now  I  have  a  fairly  good 
understanding  of  their  religion — far  better 
than  I  have  of  our  own,  I  must  admit. 
But  don't  worry,  I'm  not  going  to  change 
this  summer."     (Page  132.) 


1932    Relief    Society 

Convention    a 

Success. 


Again  the  Eelief  Society  organizations 
of  the  South  African  Mission  send  dele- 
gates to  a  convention.  This  time  the 
delegates  from  almost  every  branch  of  the 
Mission  met  at  Johannesburg  from  Dec- 
ember 3rd  to  10th.     There  they  discussed 


the  enormous  problems  facing  the  Church 
in  this  land.  Matters  pertaining  to  help- 
ing the  poor  were  naturally  discussed,  but 
the  feeling  of  those  present  and  the  find- 
ings of  the  convention  went  to  the  point 
that  even  the  poor  should  be  willing  to 
put  something  into  the  crib  in  some  form 
if  they  expect  to  take  from  it.  In  other 
words  the  time  has  passed  when  our  poor 
can  never  attend  Church  services,  never 
read  good  books,  never  work  when  work 
is  provided,  never  try  to  do  anything  for 
the  relief  of  others,  when  they  are  able 
to  do  so.  The  following  is  one  of  the 
conclusions  passed  by  the  Sisters.  "  That 
henceforth  the  poor  members  of  the 
Church  who  need  our  help  shall  be 
encouraged  to  attend  Sunday  School  and 
Church  serices  where  it  is  reasonably  pos- 
sible, otherwise  they  may  be  considered 
as  not  being  of  the  worthy  poor  and  con- 
sequently not  deserving  of  help." 

The  following  are  some  of  the  inter- 
esting resolutions  passed  by  the  conven- 
tion, which  will  govern  all  Relief  Society 
members  in  the  South  African  Mission : 

Resolved :  That  the  Relief  Society 
Sisters  renew  their  efforts  and  keep  the 
children  and  young  people  of  the  Church 
and  any  others  away  from  the  very  com- 
mon vices  of  the  day  and  treat  immorality 
as  if  it  were  a  venomous  viper.  To 
guard  the  virtue  of  our  children  and 
friends  with  every  effort  necessary  to 
protect  it  from  human  vultures  too  fre- 
quently appearing  in  the  form  of  men  and 
women. 

Concluded  that  in  order  to  protect  our 
children  and  to  encourage  them  in  the 
right  path,  we  as  Relief  Society  members 
shall  have  more  home  evenings,  home 
entertainments  such  as  dances,  socials, 
parties,  reading  circles,  cottage  meetings 
and  so  forth  in  our  homes. 

Concluded  that  Relief  Society  members 
shall  advise  our  sons  and  daughters  that 
we  expect  them  to  be  decent  and  respect- 
ful and  keep  themselves  morally  clean  and 
pure  and  that  when  they  go  out  with  a 
fiance,  friend,  partner  or  escort,  that  he 
or  she  is  to  be  advised  that  we  expect  him 
or  her  to  help  protect  our  sons  and  daugh- 
ters and  keep  them  morally  clean  and 
pure. 
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Mrs.  Geneve  J.  Dalton,  Mission  Presi- 
dent of  Relief  Societies,  had  charge  of  the 
work  of  the  convention  and  Mission  Pre- 
sident Don  Mack  Dalton  assisted  with  the 
detail  work.  Elder  Eldon  Harris  was  the 
secretary  and  District  President  C.  E. 
Eandall  of  Transvaal  District  attended  to 
general  plans  and  arrangements.  Elders 
Ervin  McArthur  and  Richard  Knight 
very  nicely  did  the  catering  for  the  con- 
vention.
